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A Nightly Scene in London.

On the fifth of last November, I, the Con- 
ductor of this journal, accompanied by a 
friend well-kown to the public, accidentally 


‘strayed into Whitechapel. It was a miser- 


able evening; very dark, very muddy, and 
raining hard. 

There are many woful sights in that part 
of London, and it has been well-known to 
me in most of its aspects for many years. 
We had forgotten the mud and rain in slowly 
walking along and Jooking about us, when 
we found ourselves, at eight o’cluck, before 
the workhouse. 

Crouched against the wall of the Work- 
house, in the dark street, on the muddy 
pavement stones, with the rain raining upon 
them, were five bundles of rags. They 
were motionless, and had no resemblance to 
the human form. Five great beehives, 
covered with. rags—five dead bodies taken 
out of graves, tied neck and heels, and cover- 
ed with rags—would have looked like those 
five bundles upon which the rain rained 
down in the public street. 

“What is this!” said my companion.

_ “Some miserable people shut out of the 
Casual Ward, I think,” said I, 

We had stopped before the five ragged 
mounds, and were quite rooted to the spot 
by their horrible appearance. Five awful 
Sphinxes by the wayside, crying to every 
passer-by, “Stop and guess! What is to 
be the end of a state of society that leaves 
us here!” 

As we stood looking at them, a decent 
working-man, having the appearance of a 
stone-mason, touched me on the shoulder. 

“This is an awful sight, sir,” said he, “ in

No movement replying, I gently shook it. 
The rags began to be slowly stirred within, 
and by little and little, a head was unshroud- 
ed. The head of a young woman of three 
or four and twenty, as should judge; gaunt 
with want, and foul with dirt; but not natur- 
ally ugly. 

‘Tell us,” said I, stooping down. “ Why 
are you lying here ?” 

“‘ Because | can’t get into the Workhouse.” 

She spoke in a faint, dull way, and had no 
curiusily or interest Jeft. She looked 
dreamily atthe black sky and the falling 
rain, but never looked at me or my com- 
panion. 

“Were you here last night ?” 

“Yes. Alllastnight. And the night 
afore too.” 

“Do you know any of these others ?” 

“‘ITknow her next but one. She was 
here last night,and she told me she come 
out of Essex. 1 don’t know no more of 
her.” 

“ You were here all last night, but you 
have not been here all day ?” 

“No. Not all day.” 

“ Where have you been all day 2” 

“ About the streets.” 

“ What have you had to-eat ?”” 

** Nothing.” 

“Come!” said I. Think a little. You 
are tired and have been asleep, and don’t 
quite consider what you are saying to us.

1 have seen many 
strange things, but not one that has left a 
deeper impression on my memory than the 
dull impassive way in which that wornout 
heap of misery took that piece of money, and 
was lost. j 

One by one, I spoke to all the five. In 
every one, interest and curiosity were as 
extinct as in the first. They were all dull 
and languid. No one made any sort of pro- 
fession or complaint; noone cared to look 
atme; no one thanked me. WhenI came 
to the third, I suppose she saw that my 
companion and I glanced, with a new _hor- 
ror upon us, at tle two last, who had drop- 
ped against each other in their sleep, and 
were lying like broken images. She said, 
she believed they were young sisters. These 
were the only words that were originated 
among the five. 

And now let me close this terrible account 
witha redeeming and beautiful trait of the 
poorest of the poor, When we came out of 
the Workhouse, we had gone across the 
road to a public house, finding ourselves 
without silver, to get change for a sovereign. 
Theld the money in my hand while I was 
speaking to the five apparitions. Our being 
so engaged, attracted the attention of many 
people of the very poor sort usual to that 
place; as we leaned over the mounds ofjrags, 
they eagerly leaned over us to see and hear; 
what I hatin my hand, and what I said, 
and what I did, must have been plain to 
nearly all the concourse. When the last of 
the five had got up and faded away, the 
spectators opened to let us pass: and not 
oné of them, by word, or look, or gesture, 
begged of us. Many of the observant faces 
were quick enough toknow that it would 
have been a relief tous to have got rid of 
the rest of the money with any hope of do- 
ing good with it, But, there was a feeling 
among them ail, that their necessities were 
not to be placed by the side of such a spes- 
tacle; and they opened a way for us in pro- 
found silence, and let us go. 

My companion wrote to me, next day, 
that the five ragged bundles had been upon 
his bed all night. I debated how to add 
our testimony to that of many other persons 
who from: time to time are impelled to write 
to the newspapers, by having come upon 
some shameful and shocking sight in this 
description. I resolved to write in these 
pages an exact account of what we had seen, 
but to wait until after Christmas, in order 
that there might be no heat or haste. I 
know that the unreasonable disciples of a 
reasunable school, demented disciples who 
push arithmetic and political economy be- 
yond all bounds of sense (not to speak of 
such a weakness as humanity), and hold 
them to be all-sufficient for every case, can 
easily prove that such things ought to be, 
and that no man has any business to. mind 
them. Without disparaging those indispen- 
sable sciences in their sanity, I utterly re- 
nounce and abominate them in their insanity ;

Facts about Milk. 


Cream cannot rise through a great depth 
of milk. If, therefore milk is desired to re- 
tain its cream for a time, it should be put 
into a deep, narrow dish; and if it be desired 
tofree it most completely of cream, it should 
be poured into a broad, flat dish, not much 
exceeding one inch in depth, he eyolution 
of cream is facilitated by a rise, and retarded 
by a depression of temperature. At the 
usual temperature of the dairy—50 degrees 
of Fahrenheit—all the cream will probably 
rise in thirty-six hours; but at 70 degrees it 
will perhaps rise in half that time ; and when 
the milk is kept near the freezing point, the 
cream will rise very slowly, becauSe it be- 
comes solidified. 

In wet and cold weather the milk is less 
rich than in dry and warm, and on this ac- 
count more cheese is obtained in cold than in 
warm, though notin thundery weather. The 
season has its effects. The milk, in spring, 
is supposed to be the best for drinking; hence 
it would be the best for calves ; in summer-.it 
is best suited for cheese ; and in autumn the 
butter keeping is better than that of summer, 
the cows less frequently milked give richer 
milk, and consequently more butter. The 
morning’s milk is richer than the evening’s. 
The last drawn milk of each milking, at all 
times and seasons, is richer than the first 
drawn which is the poorest.— Western Ag'ri- 
culturest,

Change of Feed for Horses. 


The kind of food for animals should be 
changed frequently. A horse long kept on 
shorts, will be effected by a fever in his legs 
and feet, producing a result similar to founder. 
Shorts, corn meal, or cob meal, should never 
be given except in a mixed state, with cut hay 
or staaw ; this will require them to eat slower, 
and the food is better prepared for digestion. 
If given alone, it ferments rapidly in the 
stomach, produces a general feyer, injures 
the digestive powers, and finally produces a 
stiffness throughout the limbs. When these 
results are discovered, the remedy isa change 
of food. Continued feeding on oats alone 
will produce the same results as shérts, or 
meal, and many a founder is caused by 14, as 
by feeding and drinking when the horse is 
warm. If necessity compels a person to 
feed a horse on shorts, corn meal, or cob 
meal, a supply of salt should be added to 
prevent fermentation in the stomach— Ohio 
Farmer. 


Milk from a Calf. 


A heifer, two years old last April, the 
favourite of my two little boys, was milked 
by them, and noticing that she was “ making 
bag,” I commenced milking her the last of 
April, and continued it until August. She 
gave an average of seven quarts per day, for 
the last two months, and from six days’ yield, 
we made three pounds of as nice butter as 
ever graced a table. On the 2nd of Sep- 
tember, she had her first calf, since which 
time she has given milk like other heifers in 
like cireumstances.— Cor, of Rural New 
Yorker. 


: Underdraining with Plank. 


My plan for underdrains is to get black 
walnut boards 6 inches wide, 1} inches thick 
—miter the edge and lay two or three feet 
under the surface; and those that wait to 
see how long it will last in clay soil, will have 
at least 20 years; but wood will not last as 
long in sandy land as it will inclay.. Some 
will say that black walnut will not last for 
posts. ThisI admit. It will not at the 
surface of the ground, but 2 feet below, it

The Seaboard Cities to be Used Up. 


From the London Daily Telegraph, Feb. 14. 

‘The Daily Telegraph has more than once, on 
the Central American question, thrown oil upon 
the troubled waters ; and our articles have been cir- 
culated and reprinted from Maine to Louisiana, 
from the East to the Far West,( 1!!!) But we re- 
gret to perceive that the words of those who wished 
well to America have been grossly misunderstood 
and wilfuily mis-interpreted, otherwise we should 
not read in American journals such trash as that, 
if a war broke out between Great Britian and the 
United States, the people of Engiand would rise 
en masse, and hurl from power the Ministry who 
would declare hostilities. This is purely ridicu- 
lous, and it behooves our American friends, in 
time, to hesitate ere they give credence to so pal- 
pable an absurdity. The citizens of the United 
States are resting on a broken reed, if for one 
moment they imagine that the manly spirit of 
Englishmen has fled to the abode of recreant and 
enervated decrepitude. Has the conduct of our 
soldiers in the Crimea given cause to Americans 
to fancy that they can pluck our beards with im- 
punity ? Rather, should not the renewed brilliant 
evidence of the matchless courage of England’s 


sons make nations quail ere they presume to cross | 


steel with our stalwart valor?” We have not de- 
generated. Effeminacy has not entered our blood. 
Our veins circulate the pure fire of unconquerabie 
devotion toour country. Our army and our navy, 
crowned as they are with the green and fresh- 
plucked laurels of victory, are equal to any con- 
test, and dread no enemy, 

Let us now calmly point out to our American 
brethren what we can and they cannot do, if a 
war breaks out. We picture our resources in 
no spirit of idle braggadocio, for Bunkum is 
foreign to the necessities of a great nation, but 
rather are our words to be accepted asa manly 
and courteous warning, It is after this for Amer- 
ica todecide whether she will cope with us or 
not. 

It has been taken for granted by a large propor- 
tion of the Améfican press that England in a Jand 
contest would be powerless upon the American 
continent. Thisis a grand mistake,and we has- 
ten to correct so palpable an error. Say that war 
has broken out—take this for granted—ihen on 
the American continent would be the only scene 
of land operations. We donot, however, pre- 
sume to talk of an invasion inland, Thatis ab- 
surd; we would have no chance. The fizht 
would be upon the frontiers of our British North- 
American Provinces. Ours would be on shore, 
adefensive campaign. The Americans say de- 
clare war, and the Canadas are ours. Wedeny 
in toto this assertion. It is, doubtless, very en- 
couraging forgAmerica to believe so, but it is far- 
fetcned in reality. We have in the British Pro- 
vinces a population of above 3,000,000; of these 
fully 345,981 are of an age to bear arms, and are 
mustered in the tilitia. The militia of the 
Canadas and maritime provinces number in fact, 
a grand total of above 400,000 men by the last 
census, and is thus subdivided: In Lower Cana- 
da into 36 regiments, forming 173 battalions and 
137,769 men; in Wes‘ern Canada there are 34 re- 
giments, comprising 166 battalions and 122,620 
men; to this force is attached a regiment of ca- 
valry, 11 companies of artillery, and a regiment 
of rifles; the militia of New Brunswick consiststof 
1 regiment of cavalry,in 10 troops, 3 detached 
corps of irregular cavalry, 1 regiment ofartillery, 
J8 regiments of militia, and some rifle corps, 
comprising a grand total of 1030 sergeants, and 
27,300 rank and file; the militia of Nuva Scotia 
number 50,000 men; the militia of Prince Ed- 
ward's Island 7,302 men. 

Our militia is one of the finest upon the North 
American Continent; whereas, the American 
militia, as far as discipline and organization is 
concerned chiefly exists upon paper. Through- 
out the British Provinces are large numbers of 
military pensioners, invaluable as a point d’appui 
for regimental organization. There are also 
hundreds of retired British officers from the regu- 
lar army, whose professional experience is above 
price. very regiment of Canadian militia 

would contain fully twenty per cent. of old dis- 
ciplined officers, And, mark, discipline will de- 
cide a frontier war. Independently of these re- 
sourees numerically, England has during the last 
few years not been behindhand in.organizing her 
militia. Prior tothe proposed withdrawal of a

We have shown that we possess an efficient, well- 
| officered militia of 400,000 men. We can send to 
| Canada from the United Kingdom, within six 

weeks, 50,000 bayonets—our embodied militia, 
equal to regulars, could furnish alone that quoa 
—and 6000 trom the West India Command. Our 
artillery is one of the finest in the world ; and thus, 
With 456,000 men, militia and regulars, we can 
defy any attack from the American lines. The: 
prospect of a Kuropean peace is so great, that we 
can almost count upon 80,000 men from the 
Crimea in addition to the above, Ip a campaign 
of invasion, the enemy must bring their commis- 
sariat of supply withihem. Weare on the de- 
fensive in our own country, with ample supplies, 
Wehave railways extending from Quebec to 
Western Canada, and in twenty four hours we 
could move a large army to any point. The 
Americans could not take us by acoup demain. 
Our telegraph wires place every point of the Pro- 
vinces in immediate contact. In Canada an Ame- 
rican army would be thrashed to its heart’s con- 
tent. It could not live twelve hours across the 
frontiers. Brag and Buncombe is one thing; 
but discipline is quite another element, and in 
that respect we are pre-eminently superior. 
Canada is safe. Let Americans ponder over - 
this fact, and at once give over all their non- 
sensical rholomontade aboutan invasion of our 
Provinces, 

We have shown what the Americans cannot do, 
how we will point out what we can-do. #Our Navy 
is the most powerful that floats. Jn Ships, guns, 
calibre and men, we can sweep the Ocean from the 
Arctic to the Torrid Zone—from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific. Never before in England’s. history 
did Britannia more thoroughly rule the waves, 
Tie American seaboard is ours. We could anni- 
hilate their commerce. As to their Navy, it ts ah- 
surd to talk of it ; the Americans themselves confess 
that we could blow it owt of the waler in one broad- 
side. Ten how are the Atlantic cities of the United 
Slates situated? There is not one city, from Pas- 
samaquoddy Bay in the North to Galveston Bay in 
the Suuth, which has water enough to float a frigate, 
or gun-boat, that we cannot baller lo the ground in 

twenty four hours, The following cities in the 

United States are comparatively at our mercy 
after war is once declared: Portland, Maine; 
Portsmouth, New Hamshire; Boston, Muassa- 
chusetts ; Newport, Rhode Island; New Tlaven, 
Connecticut ; New York, Brooklyn, and Jersey 
City, with all the towns on Long Island Sound ; 
Baltimore, Maryland ; Wilmington, North Caro- 
lina; Charleston, South Carolina; St. Augustine 
and Apalachicola, Florida; Mobile, Alabam1, 
and Galveston, Texas, while San Francisco is 
the certain prize of our Pacific squadron. 

Independently of our vast military resources, in 
our thoroughly loyal provinces, we must not for- 
get that we can command the Lakes. We could 
despatch a powerful fleet of steamers an{ gun- 
boats up the St. Lawrence to Quebec, and from 
thence, via Montreal and the Rideau Canal into 
Lake Ontario, through the Welland Canal into 
Lake Erie, and via Detroit and Lake St. Clair into 
Lake Huron. To lessen the draught of water, 
the heavy guns, our 32 and 68 pounders, and 
chief stores of shot and shell, could, if necessary, 
be sent.per rail from Quebee to Canada West, 
there to be re-shipped at our Lake ports on board 
our méen-of-war, Thus we could sweep the Lakes, 
and every American town and village, from 
Mackinaw, Michigan, to Oswego, Lake Ontario, 
If war-was declared,: our fleets would at once 
appear.before the chief of the Atlantic cities— 
Boston, New York and Charleston—indicate tat 
the first American soldier who crossed the Cana- 
dian frontiers, and these towns would be battered 
to the ground, and Canada will be safe for a gene- 
ration tocome. And, doubtless, such would be 

our policy. ‘ 

In the above details of our military and naval 
operations, we have not referred to the condition 
of the Southern States. Can any reasonable man 
believe that, ifa war broke out, and with the 
command we will have of all the southern’ ports, 
the slaves, who go through fire and water, when 
Opportunities offers to escape from their horrid 
bondage, wil} see the St. George on the Main, and 
not rise en masse to liberate themselves, and join 
the free standard of Englani? Our splendid 
Weest India regiments would soon discipline the 
slaves, and we hesitate not to assert, that the war 
would result in the liberation of three millions of 
fellow creatures now held in the iron chains of 
slavery. Let us have a war, and the United will 
then become the dis-United States. The republic 
will be at an end. 

It we are driven to war—for we are willing tw 
avoid it by every honorable meansin our power 
We must go to work in right earnest; and we 
must say that, in a quarrel so unjustifiable as is 
now attempted to be fixed upon us by an obscure 
politician, such as General Pierce, for his own 
political advancement, severity will be m-rey, for 
we will thereby place an effectual tourniquet 
upon the effusion of blood. Let our Ministry act 
with prom ptiiude, for the time has nearly arrived 
for them to do so, and we will have no war. Let 


-us hesitate much longer, and the two greatest 


nations on earth will be up to their arm-pits in hu- 
man gore. Strike for peace through war, at one. 
No longer hesitate or argue; our cause is just, 
and demands that the United States shall at once 
give up all preposterous claims, or our fleets will 
appear in American waters. Let Lord Paliner- 
ston now act in this great emergency with cour- 
age and fearlessuess, and Kngland,to a man, will 
back him. 

The Times blows a less war-like note. Here 
is the conclusion of a leader devoted to the Amsri- 
can question: 

There is too much reason to fear that the pow- 
erful empire just brought to reason in the Old. 
World, put a false construction on the reluctance 
of the Western Powers to goto war. We have 
ever been accused of fostering her delusion. It 
is necessary, therefore, to guard against that mis- 
take. We are perfectly aware, none more so, of 
the extreme loss, difficulty, and risk of such a 
war as a class of Republican zealots are endeavor- 
ing to force upon us. We are aware that we 
should at once interrupt the most valuable portion 
of our commerce and manufactures, and that our 
merchants would find a foe, as well as a rival, in. 
every part of the world. We are aware that we 
should have to deal with an enemy inheriting all 
our enterprise and daring, but not burdened as we 
are, by a national debt and a host of incapable ., 
or trammeled by a Court, an aristocracy, and the 
routine, of which the Report from the Crimea, vie 
publish elsewhere, discloses sich sadly oo ke 
examples. We do not forget how quickly t 12 
United States raised the armies that reduced 
Mexico and wrested from her whole provinces. 


We know that 25,000,000 of men, of European, | 


and chiefly Btitish blood, are not to be despised. 
We could hardly expect to suffer much less 
damage than we couldinflict. Nevertheless, we 
have not the least doubt in the world that the 
British people, even with allthis put before them, 


would rather go to war at once than submit to . 
They would rather see

To the Editor of the Provincial Freeman:

A few thousands of such 
ladies, as Mrs. Clark; are badly wanted in 
Canada, and we hope at least to welcome 
her at no distant day.. At Waukesha, Pal- 
myra, and this place, kind friends take an. 
interest in the paper, and among those 
whose kindness it is im possible to forget, are 
the friends Washington, at Waukesha; Dr. 
Holmes, and lady, father and mother and 
family; Chapin, & Colonel Porter and family. 
I would like to enlarge upon the quality of 
anti-slavery sentiments and practice of those 
friends of liberty, but Mr. Douglass will do 
them fully justice, I know in his letter. If 
many more were like the Chapin’s and 
Holmes’, slavery and prejudice would soon 
come flat down.
